New Assistance 
Is Offered To 
War Veterans 


OTTAWA.—The Veterans Business 
and Professional Loans act; passed: at 
the last session of parliament as ao 
measure to encourage financial as- 
sistance to veterans at low rates of 
interest, is proclaimed, Veterans Min- 
ister MacKenzie announced. 


Proclamation of the act was with- id 


held while regulations for administer- 
ing it were re-drafted, the minister 
said, This task now has been com- 


pleted.in co-operation with the de-| 


partment of finance and the Charter- 
ed Banks of Canada. 

The loans under the act will be 
available to veterans who have re- 
ceived war service gratuities but 
have not already been given assist- 
ance under the Veterans’ Land act. 
The veterans may apply for the loan 
for the following purposes: 

1. For purchase of a business or 
partnership. 3h 

2. Purchase or repair of machinery, 
tools, instruments or other equipment 
of business. 

8, Construction, repair or alteration 
of, or making of additions to; any 
building or structure used or to be 
used in the carrying on of business. 

4, Any purpose as prescribed which 
may be deemed to benefit the veter- 
ans’ business. ; 

Loans will be made for varyin, 
purposes, depending on the size of 
the loan and the individual circum- 
stances of the borrower. The maxi- 
_ mum term will be 10 years and the 
rate of interest five per cent. The act 
defines business as including trade, 
industry or profession. _ 

The ‘banks themselves will be guar- 
anteed’ by the government. against 
loss up to 25 per cent, of the overall 
aggregate amount of loans up to 
$1,000,000 and 15 per cent. thereafter. 
They may. follow the normal lending 
procedure but the act permits the 
banks to take additional lending se- 
curity. apy ate 

Loans. made within five years up 
‘to a maximum of $25,000,000 are 
guaranteed under the act. : 

“It should be made clear that this 
legislatibn does not mean the govern- 
ment itself is lending money to vet- 
erans,” said Mr. MacKenzie. “The 
loans will be made by the Chartered 
banks and, the banks themselves will 
decide on the credit status of those. 
applying. These loans will be facili- 
tated by the guarantee against the 
proportion of possible loss as provid-

Immigration 
To Canada 
Is Increasing 


OTTAWA.—Immigration into Can- 
ada has already been reversed in ma- 
jor degree from the emigration from 
Canada during the war. 

For the nine months, ending Sept. 
830, 1946, a total of 58,992 immigrants 
entered Canada, according to figures 
of the department of immigration. 

This compares with .only 18,299 
who entered Canada in the same nine 
months of 1945 and with 22,722 immi- 
grants into Canada for the full year 
of 1945. . { ines 

Of this total of 58,992, those of 
British racial origin—English, Irish, 
Scots’and Welsh, totalled 43,272. That 
compares. with 12,969 for the same 
nine months of 1945 and 14,677 for 
the full year 1945. 

Of course, this 43,272 of British 
racial origin included the wives and 
children of returning veterans, most 
of whom have now arrived. 

But against this decline, their is a 
significantly rapid rise in immigra- 


mon’ 

8,649 of American immigrants coming 
to reside permanently in Canada 
compares with only 4,362. for the 
same nine months of 1945 and with 
6,394 for the full year 1945. This rate 
of American immigration is increas- 
ing. 
Subtracting -the immigrants of 
British racial origin and those from 


the U.S., a total of 51,921 from the | 


total of 58,992 who came to Canada 
in. the first nine months of 1946, 
leaves 7,071 immigrants from other 
countries, nearly all from Europe. 

But this 7,071 does not include the 
nearly 4,000 Polish soldiers brought 
-+e-Canada for farm work who are not 
yet counted on an immigrant basis. 
If these 4,000 Poles were counted, .it 
would bring the total of newcomers 
-to Canada inthe first nine months of 
1946 to nearly 63,000. 


Still more significant, however, is| 


the rising tide of Canadians returning 
to Canada, mostly from the United 
States. 

In the nine months ending Sept. 
80, 1946, a total of 3,388 Canadians 
returned to-Canada compared to only 
1,878 in the same nine months, of 1945 
and 2,689 for the full year 1945.
